Advices from Kansas at midnig 
Various points in the state are to the effect 
that the present cold snap is limited to 
zero temperature and high winds in central 
and eastern portions of the state. From the 
extreme western section, however, come re- 
ports of heavy snow aud delay to railway 
traffic. Following is a late dispatch from 
Garden City, situated about sixty miles east of 
the Colorado line: 

At one o’clock this morning a blizzard struck this 

sect on and it rapidly descended from 30° 
alove to 8 §bclow zero. At four in the 
morning it was blowing a gale, accompanied by 
blinding snow. At eight in the morning it con- 
menced to modcrate and the thermometer had 
raised 20° gat noon. At midnight it stands 9° 
above with a clear sky, and is calm. Railroad 
travel from the west has been closed since last night, 
es ney from the east come through about on 
ime. 
At Milwaukee, trains on all roads running 
into the city were one to five hours late this 
morning in consequence of the blizzard which 
raged throughout the night. Snow fell to the 
depth of five and a half inches and drifted 
badly. The highest velocity of the wind was 
thirty-six miles an hour. At noon the mercury 
recorded 4° below. At Marshalltown, lowa, 
the thermometer marked 18° below; at Du- 
buqne, 10° below, and trains on all roads were 
from six to ten hours late. 

At Springfield, I)l., the mercury wis 10° 
below this morning, and has since risen some- 
what. At Lincoln, Neb., 13° below. There is 
not much snow anywhere except at Sheboygan, 
Mich., where a terrific storm is sweeping over 
that portion of the state. delaying trains and 
blocking the highways and impeding travel. 

At Burlington, Iowa, last night was the 
coldest of the season. The thermometer this 
morning registered 16° below. Passenger 
trains on the Burlington, Cedar Rapids and 
Northern railway were sixteen hours late, and 
freight trains were abandoned. On the Chi- 
cago, Burlington and Quincy, passenger trains 
from tlre west were all late and many freights 
were laid out. 

At Kansas City the weather has moderated 
considerably since last night. It is 15° at 2p. 
m. Reportsfrom Kansas state that no snow 
has fallen today and that the temperature is 
slowly rising. Trains are now running about 
on schedule time. 


REFERRED TO CONGRE:S. 


The Interstate Commission on the Express 
Company Question. 
WASHINGTON, December 28.—The formal] 


to regulate commerce, Was announeed today. 
The bringing of express coinpanies within tlre 
provisions of the act is found to be practicable, 
and on some accounts desirable. Express 
companies, which are simply branches of a 
railroad, organized and operating through its 
ordinary staff, or by an inderencent bureau, or 
by a combination with other railroad compa- 
nies, are found to be covered by provisions of 
the act. In case of independently organized 
express companies, however, operatiug under 
contracts for transportation, the language of 
the act. as it now stands, is found to be so 
framed as not to bring them distinctly within 
the provisions, The words ‘‘wholly by rali- 
road’’ in the first section, do not well define 
the business of express companies, which use 
very largely the services of teams, messengers, 
stage coaches and steaml out’, 

The pooling section applies to the pooling of 

business of railroads; other sections speak of 
railroads continually, and of depots and sta- 
tions, the language not being applicable to the 
business of express companies, except under a 
somewhat strained construction. The.express 
business was well known at the time of the 
passage of the law, and has been frequently 
mentioned by name in congressional. statutes. 
The omission to it here is significant. Pre- 
liminary investigation by the interstate com- 
merece coinmittee by the senate did not include 
the business of express companies, and was 
confined almost wholly to that of railroad com- 
panies. Upon all these considerations the 
commission has thought best to refer the sub- 
ject to congress, as in any case of doubtful 
jurisdiction it is far betterthat the legislative 
hoy should resclve the doubt. 
CuicaGco, December 28.—The Central Traffiic 
association has authorized Commissioner 
Blanchard to prepare amendments to be sub- 
mitted to congress to amend the interstate 
aot. A move is to be made to insert provisions 
which will protect railroads from fraudulent 
misrepresentations of freight shippers in_re- 
gard to the classification of commodities ship- 
ed, and to prevent the sale of railroad tickets 
by any except directly authorized agents of 
companies. 


BUSINESS DISASTERS. 
George W. Meade & Co.,of San Francisco, 
Make an Assignment. 

Sax Francisco, December 28.—George W. 
Meade & Co., one of the largest exporting 
firms on the Pacific coast, made an assignment 
today to Frank Dalton, president of the Pro- 
duce exchange, for the benefit of creditors, 
without preferences. The firm is said to have 
large resources, both in merchandise and realty. 
The firm has shipped fully twomillion dollars’ 
worth of fruit east this year. George W. 
Meade said the assignment was made “poe d 
as a precautionary measure to protect all cred- 
itors, but that if given a little time, the firm 
would be able to meet all demands. Assignée 
Dalton declared that from his knowledge of 
the firm’s affairs he was positive that the assets 
greatly exceeded the liabilities. A statement 
of liabilities cannot be given until the firm re- 
eeives reports from Sant Clara, Fresno and Los 
Angeles, where it las large factories and store- 
houses.

he strikers who resumed work yesterd 
reported for duty as usual at Port Richmom 
this morning. A few were late, but a majofi- 
ty were on time and went to work apparently 
witha will. Freight along the wharves was 
handed as usual, andin the round house all 
was bustie and activity. Some of the men, 
however, were not so cheerful and discontent 
was plainly written upon their faces. The 
discharge of the four men who had been prom- 
inent in the proceedings of the executive board 
of the Reading assembly, Bernard J. Sharkey, 
Ambrose Hide, Thos. B. Bennett and John B. 
Kelly—was the canse of this dissatisfaction. 
The sudden change of front on the part of the 
railroad officials was a great surprise to. the 
leaders and the rank and file of the strikers 
and caused considerable indignation. The 
strikers thought the company would only insist 
upon the discharge of disobedient employes, 
and that the men“who were so summarily dis- 
missed would not be disturbed. 

The determined attitude of the railroad com- 
pany has annoyed the men and made them 
very stubborn, and they threatened today to 
renew hostilities. Mostof the men were at 
work along the wharves, but there were not a 
few idlers. They gathered at various meeting 
peat and excitedly discussed the situation. 

some of them roundly denounced the Reading 
ofticials for whatthey termed the ‘‘persecu- 
tion’’ of their leaders, and threatened to use 
their aid towards bringing about another 
strike. Others thought thai arbitration,. if 
propery conducted, would result in a peaceful 
settlement of the troubles and probably in the 
reinstatement of the discharged leaders. The 
men were very determined and their loud 
threats boded no good to the railroad company. 

Several hundred Reading gmployes assem. 
bied at Mutual hall, a bot and “Neff 
streets, this morning. This is headquarters of 
train ‘ workers; ete, - Piere ave bettéesi 2,45 
and 3,000 men in fhe - assembly. NO formal 
meeting was held during the morning, but the 
situation was fully discussed by~the men. 
They were dissatisfied with the discharge of 
the four leaders, and with Gener&l Manager 
McLeod’s latest order,and said they were 
ready at any time to quit workagain. A num- 
ber of men engaged at work at the coal 
wharves at Port Richmond again quit work 
this afternoon. The train dispatcher there, 
however, statés that seven engines were laid 
off by the company’s orders; that the men 
thought this meant a strike, and many left 
work; but that they are going back as fast as 
they are told the facts. _ 

Reading railroad Knights of Labor at Sha- 
mokin are still out and declare they wili not 
return to work untiltheir discharged associates 
at this place are reinstated. Three train crews 
of non-union men are at work, but there are 35 
locomotives there without crews. The coal 
miners in this locality are all idle owing to a 
lack of transportation facilities. Railroad 
strikers, however, declare that the miners will 
go on strike as soon as requested to doso. Good 
order prevailsamong the strikers. At Reading 
coal and freight traffic by this morning was 
firmly re-established on the main line of the 
Reading railroad. Up to noon today 22 empty 
coal trains passed through Reading from Port 
Richmond and 30 loaded trains from the coal 
regions. Some of the latter have been stand- 
ing on sidings north of Reading for the past 
few days and are now being moved. 

The notice of Chairman Lee, of the exec1- 
tive committee of Knights of Labor, revoking 
the order to go to work, and once moré calling 
out Philadelphia and Reading men, has not 
yet reached Reading. It will not generally be 
heeded by the employes who have already re- 
fused to go out, and by their action on Monday 
broke the backbone of the strike. They are 
all at work today. The call for a Reading 
railroad employes’ convention to meet here 
tomorrow for aggressive measures against the 
company has not created much excitement in 
the city, and the indications are that it will be 
very slimly attended, as the orders of the com- 
pany are strict to the effect that the men must 
remain on duty and attend no such convention 
during working hours. The miners will be 
the most largely represented. The fact that 
about thirty members of the Brotherhood of 
Locomotive Engineers obtained engines held 
by the knights has made the feeling between 
these parties very bitter, and probably 300 new 
hands have been employed in this city in the 
place of old ones and sent to points whcrs thy 
were needed. 

There was a feeling of uncertainty in Port 
Richmond all day, and there was some hesita- 
tion about going ona second strike. Still it 
appeared that some sort of an order had gone 
forth, and at noon most of the coal handlers 
quit work. The leaders claimed that they had 
gone ona strike, but representatives of the 
company denied this and declared that they 
had quit work because of rain, and also be- 
cause there was no work to do by reason of 
“top”? work being slack. Fourteen “wharf 
rats” (small shifting engines) began. work as 
usual this morning, five of the crews being 
composed of new men. 
At precisely 12 o'clock, however, the 
whistles of one of the engines was blown five 
times, as a signal to stop work. The crews of 
seven of the engines heeded the signal and put 
out the fires. The superintendent of the com- 
pany states that the other seven crews re- 
mained Joyal to the company, and sent the fol- 
lowing telegram to General Superintendent 
Swi ;

THE REDUCTION OF RENTS. 


All Parties Seem Dissatisfied with the Gov- 
ernment’s Action, 


Lonpon, December 28.—The Daily News, 
commenting on the reduction of judicial rents 
in Ireland, says that by one stroke the govern- 
ment has offended all the landlords, and has 
done nothing to-conciliate the tenants.

Notwithstanding the fact! that "Knights of 
Labor leaders at Pottsville declare that there 
is a general strike all along the line of the 
Reading railroad, there is no perceptible inter- 
ruption of operations there. The usual com- 
plement of coal trains left this morning, 
mostly manned by non-union crews and 
brotherhood engineers, anumberof whom had 
lost their places on the Reading road through 
the brotherhood lockout of 1877. Their places 
were then taken by Knights of Labor, and they 
now gleefuily retaliate. Knights of Labor 
leaders appear discomfited and disheartened at 
the situation and outlook. 

Around Port Richmond tonight quiet §pre- 
vails everywhere. A largely-attended meet- 
ing of local Assembly No. 6,835, which is the 
largest one on the Reading lines, was held at 
Mutual hall this evening, and did not end 
until nearly midnight. This assembly is com-

AN OLD FAMILY FEUD THE CAUSE 


It fe Renewed When the Men Meet and Afte™ 
Several Shots Are Exchanged, One 
of Them Bites the Dust.

Covixaton, Ga., December 28.—[Special.]— 
Since reporting the killing of William Duke by 
Neah L. Parker on the night of the 24th inst., 
there has developed some additional informa- 
tion in regard to the tragedy. As before stat- 
ed, drunkenness and an old family feud con- 
stituted the oceasion of the homicide. About 
twelve or fifteen years ago Jack and Tom 
Parker, brothers of Noah L. Parker, were ata 
party in Butts county, at which William Duke 
was also present. During the evening Jack 
Parker was engaged in whittling on a chair, 
and Duke reproved him for so doing. This 
reproot led to an altercation and fight between 
them. Tom Parker interfered for the purpose 
of separating them and stopping the difficulty. 
Dake turned on him and either cut or 

STABBED HIM TO DEATH. 

Duke was tried for the homicide, found 
guilty of manslaughter and sentenced to the 
penitentiary for a term of several years. After 
his return from prison something like a recon- 
ciliation was effected between him and the 
Parker boys (one of whose sisters he had mar- 
ried), but from 
evidences of the fact that no great 
degree of friendliness existed between 
them. On last Saturday night Duke was at 
the house of Noah L. Parker, where there was 
a social gathering of some kind. He and 
Parker were both under the influence of 
liquor, and during the evening Duke got mad 
with Parker, alluded to the old grudge which 
he alleged that the Parkers had against him 
for the killing of Tom Parker, and seized Noah 
Parker and dragged him outof his house, 
threatening to kill him. Noah Parker begged 
him not to hurt him, telling him that he had 
nothing against him, and finally got loose from 
him. Mrs. A. V. Parker, the mother of Noah 
Parker, got Duke to go into her house, which 
was about twenty or thirty steps from Noah’s 
house, and, itis said, that whilst he was in 
there he began to abuse her. Noah hearing 
this abuse of his mother stated to his wife that 
he could not stand it, and started toward his 

mother’s house armed with a double barrel 
shot gun. Mrs. A. vi Parker 
came out of her house and = started 
toward the house of Noah Parker. She was 
clesely followed by Duke-with 

AN OPEN KNIFE IN HIS HAND. 

A few moments afterward she heard the re- 
port of a gun; on turning back, discovered that 
Jonke had been shot by her son Noah, a short 
distance from her house. As stated in my for- 
mer report. nobody seems to have actually seen 
the shooting, and hence, aside from Noah Par- 
ker’s statement, it is impossible to ascertain 
the exact circumstances under which it was 
done. Parker says that it was done in self-de- 
fense and that he confidently expects an ac- 
quittal when brought to trial. He made no 
effort to escape, and says he does not fear the 
resultof the investigation. His preliminary 
trial will occur tomorrow. The verdict of the 
coroner's jury was that Duke came to his death 

by wnlawful means at the hand of Noah L. 
Parker.

A COLORED MAN GROWS INSOLENT 
And is Promptly Kknockéd Down by a White 


Man, When the Fun Segins, and 
Several Participants Injured, 


Lawrenckvinie, Ga., December 28.—[Spe- 
cial. ]—Ben Smith’s district does not furnish 
all of the sensations in thiscounty. Yesterday 
right in town, in sight of the courthouse, on 
the public stréets, in this place, transpired one 
of the most deadly encounters, in its nature, 
that has occurred in Gwinnett county in a long 
time. There were, from al) reports, at least 
fifty people engaged in battle. It seemed to 
be black against white. Both negroes and 
white men were knocked down, stabbed and 
stamped. Marshals were floored, farmers cut 
to pieces and lawyers frightened unto death by

near by their heads. | Niné negroes lay in jai 
last night, and the magistrates and mayor have 
issued twenty-odd warrants, the offenses 
anging from a simple assault to an assault 
with intent te murder. 

Robert Smith, a white man, was cut in 
everal places, receiving one very dangerous 
wound in the abdomen, from which he is ex- 
pected to die. ' a ale 

Eli Jehnson, colored, who is charged with 
the stabbing, lies in jail with a dozen wounds 
in his body, awaiting the life or death of Smith. 

A. N. Robirison, the marshal, was knocked 
down with a brick-bat, thrown by John Wynn, 
colored. 

William Neal, colored, has a plaster on his 
skull as big as a pancake. A rock took the 
hair away. 

Clarence Holmes, colored, was knocked 
down by about a aalf dozen sticks and rocks, 
and in all probability would have been killed 
outright if he had not run away. 

About every fifteen steps he would fall, and 
a brick-bat was the troublo. He deserves all

HE STARTED THE DIFFICULTY. 

He was cussing, while drunk, 
a white boy smaller than 
he. Bob Camp, 4 young white man, rébuked 
nim for it, whereupon Clarence replied that he 
didn’t give a damn for any white man, and 
Camp knocked him down. without further 
ceremony.

Carrollton Gets Rid of a Negro Who Played 
off White. 

CARROLLTON, Ga., December 28.—[{Special. | 
Carioliton had quite a sensation this after- 
noon. About 3 p. m. two strong, looking 
wagons drove on to the public square, and 
stopped in front of the Commercial hotel. 
They were double seated vehicles, except that

He appeared excited, but see- 
ing the determined faces about him humbly 
acknowledged that he was a negro. Mr. Hill, 
proprietor of the hotel, was informed of the 
fact, and the African was immediately 
bounced. Fora few moments all’ was quiet, 
but here and there were. gathered knots of 
white boys in close consultation. Their topic 
of conversation was ‘‘the higger,’’ and their 
unanimeus verdict was that-he should be 
thrashed for: playing himself: off as a white 
man: They centered around lim’ and would 
have soon ¢tit his hide to pieces had not older 
heads conuseled otherwise. As it was, they 
permitted the - offender to “git,” and 
‘‘git”’ on short. notice. Two minutes later 
he was out of sight and has not 
been seen by a white man since. The boys 
then waited on the white man and ordered 
him to leave, under penalty of a cowhiding. 
Had not sober counsel prevailed again; ne 
would not have had time to get his team 
hitched before his punishmént came. As it 
was, both got off, a negro here driving tie 
negro’s team out of town, where he was met by 
the rightfal driver. All was quict for awhile, 
until it was reported that the negroes here 
were enraged, banding together, and deter- 
mined to protect their brother in black. 
Sevetal groups of them were seen, and in 
thitty seconds the boys were all out arred 
with ag and starting to charge the dark 
masses. The square was crowded with people, 
all excited and the majority enraged. Again, 
though, the swaying, restless, shouting mass 


was quieted. Both parties dispersed, and the 
wholesale slaughter that seemed imminent 
at once was averted. The white man gave 
his name as Coggins, and said his headquarters 
were in Newnan. No donbt they have often 
imposed on people as they attempted to do 
here, but there is still less doubt that this wil)

The Omaha Bee is disposed to treat the 
question as a sectional one, It says; 

No we:tern state can honestly favor any such 
measure, It wonldtea crime, becanse uncalled 
for y any rational demand. Both Wassington and 
N vada are now each nearly as large as the whole 
of Xew England. There is no necessity for their em 
larzement, no demand from their people, no.call- 
from the country at large. It would be a crime 
@ ainst the west because that immense section now 
lying between the Missouri and Pacific slope is al- 
ready permaneatly sub-divided into states and into 
territories which will become states, each of which 
is so large that, when compared with an equal po- 
litical area of the east, eastern preponderance in the 
S2naie as against the weet is assured for all time to 
come. Western interests demand that this inequal- 
ity shall not be incr. ased. The blotting out of any 
aritory by iis division among other territories, 
means in the nur future the loss of twosenators and 
an undetermined number of congressmen to the 

west, It will not do. 

This presents a new phase in the question 
of the division of any of the western states 
or territories. The center of population of 
the United States, according to the last cen- 

: ie moarI onisyi “ , 

i. gueadily moved Geet ara Yor oR rt ~ 
' Baltimore having been about the center At 
the beginning of the century. No doubt 
the next census will show that ‘it has 
moved considerably further west, probably 
tosome pointin Illinois. At this rate it 
will not be long before this point will be to 
the west of the Mississippi river. 

When all of the territories are admitted, 
there will be twenty-one states west of the 
Mississippi, and twenty-six to the east, so 
that no matter what may be the increase in 
population of the west, the east will always 
have a majority in thesenate. The western 
states are oppossed to the portioning of any 
of the territories or states to their neigh- 
bors, for the reason expressed above by the 
Bee, likewise the east will probably never 
consent to the sub-division of any state or 
territory into new states, for the same _rea- 
son which impels the west to dissent to the 
proposition to lessen the proportion of its 
representation in the senate. 

But the country has had too much sec- 
tionalism to raise any new issue of that 
kind. We hope that no issue will ever 
arise which will again array one section 
againstthe other. The union as it is now 
will probably never be changed, except 
eventually by the admission of all the terri- 
tories as states. There should not be any 
portioning of any of the territories, nor any 
changes or divisions in any of the states. 
Let the territories be‘admitted as they be- 
come -entitled to admission, and let the 
political divisions of all states and terri- 
tories forever stand as they now are, It 
would establish a bad precedent to make 
any change. 


Tue Boston Herald ought to understand 
that the mere levying of a tax on the manu- 
facture of whisky is not opposed in the 
south or in any part of the country.

Our Weather Service. 

it is admitted in the annual report of our 
signal service burean that out of 100 predic- 
tions made Jast year only seventy-four were 
verified. This applies to the general weather 
predictions. Out of every 100 storms an- 
nounced, only about sixty-eight actually 
came to time. 

The point is made that this is an un- 


usually poor showing, compared with recent | 


years, and there appears to be good ground 
for the belief that. our weather service is de- 
teriorating. 

It would not be a bad idea to have a com- 
mission of scientists appointed to investi- 
_ gate the whole matter. Our people are 
rather exacting in such things. They want 
to see the cold-wave flag go up a few hours 
in advance of the wave, and when the pre- 
diction announces fair weather, they are 
disposed to grumble when a rain sets in for 
the entire day. 

Of course some mistakes wil) occur, but 
we cannot afford to miss from a third toa 
fourth of our weather guesses, especial! y 
when it costs the government an enormous 
@mount of money every year to support the 
corps of scientists who make it their busi- 
mess to control our vanes and flags. If we

Something of the Ambitious Effort of George 


W. Williams, the Negro Litieratear. 
Wasumrneton, December 26.—George W. 


Williams, the author of a number of books on the 
negro, and perhaps the leading litterateur among 
the colored men of today, has written a tragedy 


which he has copyrignted in this eouptry, and 
which he intends to secure to himself in England. 


It is remarkable for the originality of its design. It 
is to be called “Panda.” and the story, um brief, is 


that of the stealing of the royal party of an African 
court by +x American slavers and bringing them 
to this country, and through them presenting the 
horrors of slavery as it existed before the war. 

The first seene is laid in Angola, Africa, in the 
latter part of the last century, where Panda, an Af- 
riean king, ruled over a tribe of Mohammedan ne- 
groes. Mr. Williams, who has spent twelve years 
in dealing with negro questions, and who is well up 
fn all the literature of Africaand Congo, will bring 
forth vivid pictures of African life and seenery. 
Panda, the king, is. seated on the throne, with a 
queen beside him, and his daughter, the princess, a 
beautifal girl, and the heroine of the story, stands 
near by, when a messenger is seen running towards 
them with a letter fastened on the end of a pole. 
This is handed to the*king, and it announces a re- 
quest of six white strangersto be allowed to enter 
the king’s village. These six are the slavers. They 
are the frst white men the Africans have seen. 
They are treated very hospitably, are given a house, 
and that evening, after the feast at the court, 
they plot the carrying away of the king. In this 
they were aided by a jealous rival of the lover 
of the princess, and a man who was once grand 
vizier of the king, and who, being jilted by his 
daughter, was dismissed {rom thecourt. The wine 
flows, and‘in the excitement the villain agrees to 
aid them in the carrying off of the party and in the 
burning of the palace. He leads them in by a back 
entrance. They kill the Ring’s guard and carry off 
the king, queen, his daughter and her lover. The 
palace is set on fire, the village is in a tumult and 
there is a gathering of the army somewhat after the 
pictures of Rider Haggard’s novels, The flight to 
the coast is, however, successful, During these pro- 
ceedings there is a grand syectacular exhibition of 
the dances of the Africans, in which a great num- 
ber of beautiful maidens take part, and in which 
the princess has a chance to show the beauties of 
the African yoice in some melodious songs.

Graves then struck Lowry with his umbrella 
Lowryiwas standing two steps above Graves 
with his knife in his hand, and on receiving 
the blow he struck at Graves, but failed to 
reach him. Gravesthen broke his umbreila 
to splinters over Lowry’s head. The crowd 
then rushed up and kept the combatants 
apart. Graves said to Lowry in parting: 

“T am ready to renew this in any way, shape 
or form that you may desire.’’ 

To this Lowry made no reply.

A NEGRO BOY’S PLAY WITH A PISTOL. 


A Negro Knifed and Another One Clubbed— 
A Wife Heater Bound Over—Other 
Items of Police News. 


Gus Alien, a bright mulatto boy, about 
eighteen years of age, made his first appear- 
ance in police court yesterday morning, and 
when Judge Anderson disposed of the case the 
negro found himself under a twenty-five doliar 
fine, with a two hundred dollar bond for assault 
with intent to kill. 

It all came out of a Christmas frolic. 

On Monday morning, so the evidence went, 
Allen was out on Mills street with a pistol and 
a bottle of liquor. The liquor was the dan- 
gerous part of the combination, and after Al- 
len had soaked himself with it he began dis- 
charging his pistol in the air. 
The drunken negro’s reckless shooting 
alarmed the people and a gentleman named 
Humphreys approached him, saying: 

“Don't you know that you might kill some 
one ?’’ 

‘Kill some one?’ yelled the negro. ‘Of 
course I know it and that’s what I’m trying to 
do. I will just try it on you first.” 

As Allen spoke, he pointed the pistol toward 
Mr. Humphreys and pelied the trigger. The. 
ball cut through theair with a whistling sound, 
but it was too high for the gentleman’s head 
and he lived to tell the story in police court. 
After shooting over Mr. Humphreys’ head, 
Allen walked quietly away and 
had disappeared when the police 
for whom ’phone calls had been made, reached 
the scene. Early yesterday morning, however. 
Alen was picked up by officers who had been 
searching for him, and was carried tothe city 
prison. After he has satisfied the $25 fine, 
either by paying the money or serving his 
time, he will be required to give bond before 
he can roam around again. 

THEY HAD A ROW AT A BALL.

TWO JAILS WANTED. 


One For the City and Another For the Coun- 
ty. 

“This stationhouse is a disgrace to Atlanta,’ 
said a prominent police officer at headquarters 
ihe other night. Several officers concurred 
heartily in this opinion. 

‘“‘Now,’’ said one of the party, ‘“‘those two 
negroes that got out the night before Christ- 
mas. Whose fault was that? It is the 
city’s fanlt. We can’t put a man in each cell, 
or in front of each cell, to guard the pris- 
oners. We have done our duty when we wade 
through cold and mud and rain and danger to 
drag them here, search them, lock them up, 
treat them well. It is discouraging to a police- 
man to go to all that trouble, and then have 
his prisoner walk off when he pleases, to com- 
mit new offenses. But it is dangerous 
to the city to have criminals, and 
no place to putthem. Why, all those darkies 
had to do was to pull up the floor. Wecan 
guard prisoners just as well in a hencoop. We 
ought to have a new stationhouse. Atlanta 
needs it badly, and she needs it now.” 

And from there the reporter went to the 
jail. 

‘‘They say at police ge: sag that they 
need a new stationhouse. What about the 
jail ?”’ 

“Will you put it in if I’ll tell you?” 

-“Why, what do you think of it?” 

“Tt’s a disgrace to Fulton county. This 
ought to be the strongest jail in Georgia, ard 
it is one of the weakest in all the larger cities. 
The jail in Macon is twice as strong. 
Now leok at those negroes that escaped. 
Look at the old-fashioned and clumsy 
and insecure locks on those doors. We ought 
to have asafe jail or none at all, for if we had

none. we could send criminals to a place where 
they could be kept in safety. Then again, 
or at large, 


criminals are dangerous cooped up 
and we wouldn’t have a pen of them liable to 
escape. It would be just as well if we had 
none at all.’’ 

“The best jail I ever saw: is in Yazoo — 
in Mississippi,’’ said another jailofticer. ‘It 
was all iron, and a darky might save up kero- 
sene and rags for a good long while before he 

ot out of there. It was all iron. And the 

ocks were combination. You could sit in the 
office and unlock any cell you wished, and a 
fact even better is that the prisoner couldn’t. 
Now that place hasn’t got 5,000 pore and 
here is Atlanta with over 60,000, the “gate 
city,’’ and the ~— town in a big state, with 
a jail that those four negroes came very near 
worming outof. Yes, sir, we ought to have a 
good jail,’’

A Constitution Reporter Takes a 
Turn Through iaganaaies 


AND FINDS THE PLACE ATTRACTIVE: 


The Graves of Officers and Privates Side by 
Side—What Will it Be—Refiections in 
a Graveyard.

What is the future of Oakland cemetery ? 

That was the substance of an interesting 
conversation yesterday afternoon. The differ- 
ance of opinion in answer to the question was 
remarkable. 

So the reporter went out to the cemetery. 

Going in at the Decatur street entrance, 
‘‘the city of the dead,’’ les stretched before 
you. The gravelled walks are visible here and 
there among the evergreens, the autumn wind 
is scattering leaves On all alike, and the grace- 
ful shafts stand silent and white and beauti- 
ful. To the left, rising like a guardian over 
the sleeping host, is the plain granite shaft ‘‘to 
our confederate dead.”’ 

In some vague, indefinable way the ceme- 
tery reminds you of Atlanta. It is so irregn- 
lar. The rich and costly monuments are fianked 
by plain ones, and yet they don’t seem out of 


place. ‘‘Six feet of earth makes us all one 
size.’’ But in most cemeteries there is a kind 


of aristocratic grouping that rather belies the 
quotation. Oakland is not so. 

There is a magnificient column bearing one 
of the most famous names in Georgia’s history, 
and next toitis a plain slab ‘‘to our little 
Mary.” There is no aristocracy in Oakland. 
This effect is heightened by the uniform trim- 
ming. Line upon line of neatly trimmed ever- 
greens stretch for acres, forming frames from 
which the white shafts look out in beautiful 
contrast. No grass, no weeds, while on every 
hand is evidence of watchful care. 

And down by the gitay monument to the 
brave army that never surrendered, lies the 
camping ground of a gallant crew. That is 
Atlanta’s *‘company”’ in the great army. 

And here again you find that biending of 
extremes. The colonel and the corporal and 
the private will awake side by side from that 
glorious sleep. 

The first one az you go from the monument 
is a captain from Arkansas, then a private 
from Louisiana, then another from South 
Cerolina, the next. from Alabama, then one 
marked ‘‘Smith’s Legion,’’ then two side by 
side from Tennessee, then a lieutenant of 
Texas cavalry, then a Georgian, then Arkan- 
sas, and then Alabama. That brings you to 
the next walk, and you can see the plain slabs 
in soldierly regularity. Atlanta may be proud 
of her company. 

And then back to the center of the ceme- 
tery. All around you are ranged the graves. 
Over the rich and the poor alike, tireless eyes 
and willing hands are keeping watch. ‘There 
is no improvement to be made. 

But about the future. 

There is no reason why the cemeetry should 
hot be as tidy and pretty a hundred years from 
now as it is teday. 

It is too much like Atlanta to become worn 
and old, and certainly Oakland never looked 
more imposing in its quiet beauty than it did 


yesterday.

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Injured In The Service 
Southern Confederacy. 
ASKING PENSIONS UNDER THE LAW, 
Interesting Points for The Consideration of 


The People and Law Makers of The 
Great State of Georgia. 


One of the busiest men in the city of Atlanta 
today is Mr. Tip Harrison, of the executive 
department. He is also one of the readiest 
and most amiable men now living. 

If any man doubts the foregoing brace of 
propositions, let him drop into the executive 
department at the capitol some fine day and be 
convinced of his error. 

A perfect flood of applications are pouring 
in upon Governor Gordon—applications of ex- 
confederate soldiers for allowance for injuries 
received in the service of their country—and 
as fast as these applications are acted on they 
are turned over to Mr. Harrison to be recorded 
and answered. But this is not all. Many 
of the veterans go to the capitol in person and 
hand in their applications. Mr. Harrison en- 
tertains the old soldiers while their applica- 
tions are being acted on, and it becomes his 

leasing duty to tell them that the allowance 
s granted, or his painful duty to tell them 
that, according to the law, the allowance must 
be denied. ; 

Tt is interesting, it issometimes even pathet- 
ic, the scene at the capitol these days. 
Mr. Harrison sits at a high desk facing a for- 
midable pile of applications. He is up to his 
eyes in business, cos through all his work and 
worry, he has a pleasant smile and a ready 
word for every comer. . | 

‘*‘Good morning, walk right in and hear the 
news. You see this pile of papers ?”’ 

“ee 

‘There are twenty-five applications for al- 
lowance here which I must now proceed to 
record.” 

‘In this book ?” 

“Yes; werecord allthe names of the appli- 
cants, you see; but Iam sorry to say that all 
who apply do not get an allowance. Here isa 
small pile of applications which must be re- 
turned for irregularity in form-—some of them 
for lack of sufticient medical proof.”’ 

‘*How’s that ?”’ 

‘‘Well, vou see the law allows for injuries to 
the person in this way. If a man has lost both 
eyes and it is sworn to by a physicisn he gets so 
much a year §lf-one eye, 80 much. If his arm 
or his leg has been rendered ‘essentially and 
substantially useless’’ by a wound received in 
the late war he is entitled tosomuch. That’s 
the law, vou know, and we are compelled to go 
by it.” 

‘Suddenly turning to a gentleman at. his 
elbow Mr. Harrison continued: 

“This is Mr. A. L. Roilins, an ex-confeder- 
ate who lives in Cobb county. It pains me to 
say that his application has been declined for 
the reason that there is no proof that his right 
arm has been] rendered ‘essentiaily and sub- 
stantially useless by the wound which he re- 
ceived in his hand.’ ”’ 

Here Mr. Rollins held out his hand, The 
bullet had passed through the back of it, 
shattering the bones and paralyzing the fin- 
gers, so that they were permanently stiff, bent 
and misshapen. The hand in itself was per- 
fectly useless, but the arm was not necessarily 
so. The idea of the doctor seemed to he that 
the arm could still be used to carry a° bundle, 
to hold a baby—or to offer a lady. 

“Why,’’ said the old soldier, ‘‘my hand is 
just as useless to me as if it was cut off, but of 
course I want nothing but what is right.”’ 

“I know that,’’ said Mr. Harrison, ‘“‘but we 
have to act according to the law. Jf it is de- 
fective, the legislature will have to wrestle 
with it again. Your hand is certainly useless 
to you but the doctor has not certified that the 
wound init has rendered your arm ‘essen- 
tially and subsiantially useless.’ If 
a hand or a foot is woundedgeven cut off, and 
there isno proof that the leg or arm has been 
made ‘essentially and substantially unless,’ 
the decision would be the same, because that 
isthe law. And I wish,’’ continued the little 
man, very impressively and yet most pleas- 
antly, “that I could impress those words upon 
the pbearts and minds of every confederate 
vele.an from Nickajack to Tybee Light. 
What aworld of trouble it would save them 
getting up and sending applications here only 
to be denied. Let us all try to remember and 
tell all our friends .and neighbors and ac- 
quaintances, not to forget to tell all their 
friends and neighbors and acquantances, that 
no application for allowance by any ex-con- 
federate veteran will be granted by the gov- 
ernor, except upon written medicaljproof that 
the applicant has either lost two eyes or one 
eye, or that his leg or arm has been rendered 
‘essentially and substantially useless,’ by in- 
jury received in the service.” } 

And, then, the bill, if it has as any claims, 
a grand defect, is left to the tender care of fu- 
ture legislatures.
